port Bringing Men From Santiago. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Again some one 
has blundered, and for the third time a 
pest ship fille® with dying and wounded 
soldiers has—reached here from Santiago 


without food, water, ice, medicine or cloth- 


ing on board. 

Six men died en route and three bodies 
lay uncovered on the decks for several days. 
An attempt to bury the dead at Ham 
Roads was checked by the officials ashore 
and then the six bodies were buried at 
sea. 

Another died in the harbor here’ before 
he could be taken to a hospital. | 

Survivors say that of the poor fellows 
not one would have died had the simplest 
necessities of life-been supplied. - Many an- 
other. will probably pay the penalty of 
death for having made the. horrible trip. 

The boats are regular Government trans- 
ports, Alamo and Concho. They left Santi- 
ago July 23 and reached Hampton Roads 
July 27. On board the Concho. which had 
but 58 bunke, were packed 190 gick men. 

The supply of water was taken on June 
1, and it had become putrid. 

’r. Lesser, chief surgeon of the Red 
Cross, Was on board. He declares that he 
will soon make public the details of thie 
awful voyage. 

As far as can be learned the Government 
did: almost nothing for the sick heroes ex- 
to ship them home on overcrowded 
vessels with no supplies. 

Former Park Commissioner McMillan of 
this city was a passenger on the Concho. 
He says: 

“Conditions on the transport were bar- 
barous. I am ashamed as an American to 
speak of the matter. We had no ice from 
Santiago to Hampton Roads. Three bodies 
of dead soldiers lay exposed on the deck 
for 38 Dours. 

“We had to dose the men with brandy 
in order to nerve them sufficiently to sew 
the bodies In canvas and prepare them for 


burial and get them out of sight. 


‘"The authorities had provided no medical 
supplies for the voyage except some qui- 
nine. camphor and sulphur. 

‘There: was only coarse food, such as sol- 
diere in robust health are expected to. eat. 
It consisted of canned goods and other com- 
missary supplies. Everybody on board be- 
lieves that if the sick had had proper fare 
nobody would have died. 

Dr. Lesser, who was in charge of the 
medical staff of the Concho, tells an awful 
story of the suffering of the wounded sol- 
diers. Dr. Lesser was accompanied by his 
wife. who is known as Sister Lesser, and

“The yellow fever camps in Cuba,” said 
the doctor, “are absolutely beyond descrip- 
tion. Not one-half of the horrors of these 
places has been told or could be told. The

“I shall as soon as possible represent to 
ene peste in general and the Red Cross 
Sociéty especially the real state of affairs. 
The true detailed story is an awful one, 
almost beyond belief. 

“A relief ship should be sent at once to 
Cuba. It should have an ice plant, great 
quantities of aerated water, drugs, cloth- 
ing—especially jamas—mattresses . and 
eit er Drown or blue tents. 

‘It is dreadful to He sick and helpless on 
the ground, staring upward at the hot Cu- 
ban sun as it blazes through a white tent. 
T white canvas, instead of shielding the 
unfortunates, seems only to intensify the 
sun’s heat. It is wonderful that any of our 
men survive the tortures of these so-called 
hospitals. , 

“The trip north was a frightful one. 
There were bunks for B® in the Concho, 
but more than 198 men were put on boar 
There was no fresh water and no ice. These 
men needed good, delicate food, the only 
food on board was such as to turn the 
stomachs even of strong men. 

“T can not sag too much for two of my 
fellow passengers, Steward McCowan of the 
Mth Michigan and William B. Foster of the 
33d Michigan. % 

“McCowan did herole work in helping the 
sick; he worked day and night. Mr. Foster, 
who I understand is a wealthy Chicago 
man, did great service on the boat as a 
cook. 

“He took entire charge of the galleys and 
did wonders in the culinary line with the 
ore ot amount and quality of matter on 

and. 

Dr. Lesser has a letter from Surgeon La- 

ard of the United States Army highly 
ommending the work of the Red Cross 5Se- 
clety in Cuba. In this letter Dr. Lagard 
deplores the absence of roper medical. 
suppiles, but explains it with the remark: 

“It is the inevitable necessity of war. 

He declares in thle document that there 
is no friction whatever between the 
Cross and the army people. 

“Two of the worst cases on the Concho,” 
said Dr. sser, “are Capt. Paulding? of 
the Tenth Infantry, who ts suffering from 
malaria and kidney trouble, the result of 
yellow fever, and Maj.

The last words Prince Bismarck uttered 
were addreseed to his daughter, Countess 
von Rantzau, who wiped the perepliration 
from hia forehead. They were: 

“Thanks, my child.’’ 

There is still considerable uncertainty as 
to where the Prince will be buried. 

But whether interred in Fredrichsruhe 
or Vargin, it is understood that the nation 
will be given an opportunity of showine 
ita admiration and expressing its sorrow for 
the deceased statesman by a popular mani- 
festation in Berlin. This will take the form 
of a solemn funeral procession, or church 
service in one of the Berlin churches. 

Although the news of Bismarck’s death 
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out taking leave of the family. For fully 
an hour he suffered terrible difficulty in 
breathing and his groans were fearful to 
hear during the death Struggle. He had 
heen laced in a sitting position and 
propped up with cushions in order to re- 
lieve the frightful spasms in breathing. 
His powerful constitution fought to the 
last. The family. gathered in an adjoin- 
ing room, was plunged into the very an- 
gicsh of grief by the moans from the death 
chamber. The despair was intensified by 
Dr. Schweninger’s absence, although med- 
ical art was unavailing. he consolation 
was that the Prince was unconscious dur- 
Ing the last two hours, Dr. Schweninger 
was in time only to afford some relief in 
the final moments. During the agony of 
dying the Prince repeatedly pressed his 
hands ‘to his eyes, His M pearance in 
death is said to recall strikingly that of 
the first Emperor William, the smallness 
of skuil as compared with a large body be- 
ing remarkable. The strongly contracted. 
small, pale features, greatly em®&ciated, 
suggested long and severe suffering, though 
the expression was calm. 
The whole family were assembled at the 
bedside at the time of his death and Dr. 
Schweninger, Dr. Chrysander and Baron 
and Baroness Merck were also present. As 
no breathing movement or pulse was per- 
ceptible for three minutes, Dr. Schwenin- 
ger deciared quietly and simply that the 
Prince was dead. 


Dr, Schweninger telegraphed the news to 
Emperor William, In Norway. 

Dr. Schweninger and Dr. Chrysander per- 
sonally attended to the embalming. 


“The room in which the Prince died is of 
the simplest character, his oak bedstead 
occupying almost all the space. Overhead 
hang pictures of his favorite dog Tyras and 
his favorite horse. On two stands all sorts 
of bottles were distrifuted. Two chairs 
and a sofa complete the Yurniture. 

“Bismarck once expressed his wish to be 
buried at Friedrichsruhe in the EA 
words: ‘I like best to think of my coffin

LINEMEN ON 
STAIKE. NOW, 


Electrical Workers Obey the 
Commands to Walk Out.

NEARLY 400 OF THEM 
ARE IN IDLENESS. 


COMPANIES HAVE PAID NO AT- 
TENTION TO THEIR REQUEST 
FOR HIGHER WAGES. 


THE SITUATION ALSO 
EFFECTS “TROUBLEMEN.” 


Of the Big Concerns Involved the Kin- 
loch Is the Orly One Which 
Admits Being Slightly 

Inconvenienced. _ 


About 400 linemen belonging to the Elec- 
trical Workers’ Union ‘obewed the instruc- 
tions given them Saturday night by nour 
going to work Monday morning. No lines 
fire being strung, no repdirs are being 
made, and there would be delay certainly, 
if not actual ‘“‘trouble”’ if anything were 
to go wrong with the overhead netting of 
the four big concerns, the Missouri-Ed‘son, 
the Bell, the Kinloch and the Laclede ligt 
and power and telephone companies,, 

The strike for an increase in daily wages 
is shared by the “‘troublemen” as well as 
the linemen. A “‘troubleman’”’ it. should be 


explained is one sent to repair sudden 
breaks. or to right any sudden derange- 
ment of the wires. Troublemen correspond 
to the wrecking crews of railroads. 

President Blackford of Electrical Work- 
ers’ Union No. 3 was at the headquarters of 
the Building Trades’ Council at Eleventh 
and Chestnut streets early Monday morn- 
ing. He said the men with few exceptions 
had complied with the decision of the union 
to withdraw until their- demands were 
granted. He estimated that 400 men had 
failed to go to work this morning. Others 
| would probably follow. 

The linemen will meet Monday afternoon 
at Lightstone’s Hall to discuss ‘the situa- 
tion. President .Blackford said he had re- 
ceived no information indicating that the 
commpanies were anxious for a conference 
with the strike leaders looking forward to 
a settlement of ‘the difficulties. He could 
not forecast what would be done at the 
meeting. 

Supérintendent Wagner of the Missouri- 
Edison Company wore his usual serene ex- 
' terior Monday morning. He looked as if the 
istrike was worrying him about as much 
| as the sale of the Browns or as the reports 
of Garcia's fit of sulks. 

“Ie understand that the men did not go 
to work this morning,” he said. “Officially, 

; we do not know there is a strike. Here isa 
copy of a letter we received Saturday after-

To General Manager: 

Dear Sir—We, the employes of your company, 
believing that at present we are underpaid, beg 
amare to submit the following for your consider- 
ation: 

1. There is no class of labor in- which a 
man's life is placed in more danger than fhat 
of a lineman. 

2. A man cannot become proficient under four 
or five years’ practical experience. 

8. We are to-day pald less and work more 
hours than several classes of unskilled laborers, 
who do not perform the dangerous ,.and com- 
plicated work which we do, nor are they ex- 
posed to all kinds and conditions of weather, 
therefore we beg leave to submit the following 
scale of wages for your consideration: 

Foremen and troublemen to receivé $90 per 
month. Linemen to recelve $3 per day for 
working day of 10 hours. The foregoing to re- 
ceive time and one-half for overtime, Sundays 
and legal holidays. All linemen te report for 
duty at a regula” supply depot of the com-

I was not acquainted 
‘with any of the beer canners and was not 
a member of the gang. The officer simply 
fired at random and happened to strike me. 
Then he thought he could .get out of the 
scrape by arresting me.*’ 

The_ police tell a different story. Their 
versidn is that Shafer was a member of 
the beer canning party :and that he re- 
sisted arrest. 

Officer Wright reports that he fired only 
for the purpose of halfing the fugitives 
and that he did not aim to hit any of 
them. Shafer’s wound is painful, but not 
serious.

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STREET RAILWAY ASSESSMENT. 


There is good ground for the view of the State Board of 
Equilization that the action of the City Board of Equaliza- 
tion in raising the assessment valuation of the street rail- 
ways of St. Louis to $24,000,000 fixed the valuation of the 
roads for assessment purposes, although the action was 
afterwards rescinded by the change of one vote. 

This sum represents about the cost of the railways, and 
they are capitalized for nearly twice‘the amount. The capi- 
talization value is the value placed upon the properties~ by 
the owners. 

Should the State board adhere to this view, the increase of 
revenue for St. Louis will amount to about $278,000, a hand- 
some sum to put into street and other public improvements, 
Having taken nearly all the streets of St. Louis, it would be 
just to have the cost of street improvements borne by the 
street railways. 


From the fact that the civil service law should apply to the 
Census Bureau above all others, it is likely that the census 
will again be taken by political favorites.

ROENTGEN RAYS DETERMINE 


DEATH. 
Recently the Rontgen rays have been 
applied for the determination of death, 


and apparently with success. If this be so, 
then medicine may congratulate itself on 
having utilized these useful rays for one 
more purpose in connection with the prac- 
tice of the healing art. At the Biological 
Society of Paris, M. Bougarde gave a dem- 
onstration of the use of the rays when 
applied to living and dead bodies respec- 
tively. It seems that when a living body 
has its organs photographed by the meth- 
od in question there Is exhibited a distinct 
haziness or irregularity of outline in re- 
spect of the viscera. The reason for this 
haziness, of course, depends on the fact 
that there are movements taking place in 
the living frame, these movements inter- 
fering with the exactitude of the photo- 
graph. The subjects photographed were 
made to hold their breath, and still the 
outlines showed the irregularity in respect 
of the chest organs. When, on the other 
hand, the dead body was photographes, 
the outlines of thé internal parts came 
out clear and sharp, and it ts, therefore, 
assumed that where radiographs are taken 
of the dead subject, the sharpness of out-

Wierd and Impressive Scene ie’ in the St. Louis Jail When the Doomed Man and His 
Spiritual Advisers Engaged in Prayer and Praise. 


With a declaration of innocence lingering 
on his lips, George Thompson, negro, was 
executed in the jail yard Monday mornid 
for the murder of Joseph Cunningham, 
white 

The body fell through the trap door at 
6:15 o'clock. Exactly 4% minutes later 
Drs. Lloyd and Rader of the Coroner’s staff 
pronounced the man dead. 

The noose: was go loosely adjusted around 
Thompson's neck that he slowly strangled 
to death. The black cap and noose were 
fixed by Deputy Sheriff Andrew Langford. 
The rope that sprung the trap was cut by 
Chief Deputy Adolph Troll. 

The black man’s promise to die game was 
fulfilled. No stole was ever more of a hero 
in facing death. 

His last words were: “I am innocent.” 

Shortly before the. execution Thompson 
heard the boast of a representative of an 
afternoon publication that a confession had 


been secured from him. This *e branded as 
untrue. 

When Sheriff aténry Troll entered the jail 
20 minutes before the caecution and told 
Thompson t» prepare for the reading of 
the death warran., (ue vrisoner said: 

“Mr. Troll, I don't want to hear .t.’”’ 

The Sheriff stepped aside, and a few min- 
utes later the march to the aows was 
Started. On reaching the scaffold no time 
was wasted. Thompson had previously de- 
Cclared that he had nothing to eay, so not a 
word was spoken by any one on the scaf- 
fold until after his body plunged through 
the trap door. Thompson was attended to 
the death trap by three colored a 
—Rev. L. C. Cohron of this city, J. 
Lias of Webster Groves and Tong ¥. Lo- 
mack of Des Moines. 

These ministers ssed the night 
death cell with Thompson. A singularly 
athetic feature of the 10 hours preceding 

hompson’s death was the singing of old- 
fashioned camp-meeting hymns by the 
regro preachers. With that rhythmic mel- 
ody so peculiar to the colored race the 
words of “Amazing Grace, How Sweet the 
Sound,” “I Will Arise and Go to Jesus,”’ 
“When I Can Read M Title Clear to Man- 
sions in the Skies,”’ ‘‘Wash Me and I Shall] 
be Whiter Than Snow’’ and other hymne 
that are seldom heard’ nowadays rang out 
through the dismal Four Courts building. 

Such a scene is seldom witnessed. The 
singing was a weird reminder of the days 
when the Western forefathers drove miies 
and miles in wagons to stay a week at 
camp meeting 

Thompson Sat with bowed head during 
the singing. At 5 o’clock he asked Rev. 
Cohron to pray for him. Thompson and 
the three preachers knelt in the cell and 


Thempeon was a member of the Baptist 
church in good standing. The“ ministers 
who passed the night with him and who 
supported him in his walk to death are ol 
the Baptist faith. 

A few minutes before the execution, and 

while Thompson was alone in his cell with 
his spiritual advisers, Rev. Cohron implored

There is nothing for me to tell. I know

ingly useless formality, the body of Thomp- 
son will be buried in potter's field, unless 
it should be claimed by his brother. who 
lives in the city. This brother is said to 
have announced his intention of witnessing 
the execution, but he was not there. 

Considerable confusion resulted through 
the stupidity of the b igeee on duty. They 
were so unacquainted with their business 
that they made several of the Deputy Sher- 
iffs show thelr badges before they could be 
admitted to the inclosure around the gal- 
lows. The execution was witnessed by sev- 
eral hundred men and boys. Numerous wo- 
men viewed the grewsome scene from ad- 
jacent house-tops. 

The story of Thompson's crime has been 
told and retold. On the afternoon of Sept. 
29, 1894, Thompson leisurely sauntered down 
the basement steps of St. Peter's Episcopal 

Church, There he met Joseph Cunning- 
hase, a white man, who had succeeded him 
as janitor of the place a few weeks before. 
So far as outward appearances indicated, 
he held no grudge on account of his dis- 
placement. e spoke cheertly to Cunning- 

am. and asked him casually how he was 
A ng along with his work. 

ompson carried a basket on his arm. 

Cunningham ate of the lunch. Charles 
Beckett, the church organist. was there al- 
so and he partook. Thompson declined on 
the ground that he had just eaten. and 
cared for no more. 

Cunningham and Beckett became deathly 
sick immediately after the meal. Cunning- 
ham soon lapsed into unconsciousness, but 
Beckett, having eaten sparingly, was able 
to call for help. 

Meanwhile Thompson vanished. 

A part of the lunch which was left un- 
touched was taken by the police, who in- 
vestigated the case. An analysis disclosed 
strychnine in large quantities. There ap- 
peared to be a plain case against Thomp- 
son. Cunningham's death a few hours af- 
ter the luncheon was sufficient warrant for 
the arrest of Thompson. 

He denied the crime when he was ar- 
rested and he continued to deny it through- 
out his long jail incarceration and his sev- 
eral trials in the courts. His denials were 
impeached not only by strong circumstan- 
tial evidence, but by indisputable - facts. 
Every opportunity in the, way of court lax- 
ity was accorded Thompson, but each time 
his case grew more hopeless. 

This black man who died on the gallows 
so early Monday morning was unusually 
thrifty for one of his race. He was mar- 
ried and lived comfortably. For a while 
after his incarceration his wife visited him 
regularly at the jail, bri ng him warm din- 
ners ant other things at are luxuries to 
men confined in Capt. uebler’s jail. But 
as time wore on these visits became less 
frequent, and finally they ceased altogeth- 
er. For a year or more Thompson's wife 
has been a stranger at the jail. Ff he ever 
wondered what caused the cessation of wife- 
ly devotion he did not betray«his anxiety,
